President  George  Filmer  presided* 


On  motion  of  Commissioner  Uc  Laughlin,  seconded  by  Commissioner 
Kohnke,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  unanimously: 


-  -RESOLUTION  NO. 


RESOLVED    That  an  agreement  be  entered  into  in  behalf  of 
the  City  and  £ounty  of  San  Francisco  by  this  Commission  with 
the  United  States  of  America  for  the  uses  and  benefit  of  the 
Army.    The  agreement  shall  provide,  among  other  things,  that 
the  Government  shall  undertake  to  construct  and  complete  an 
addition  to  the  existing  NW/SS  landing  strip  at  the  oan  Fran- 
cisco Airport  in  oan  Yhteo  County  to  produce  a  landing  strip 
1500T  by  8000?  with  a  1000f  extension  at  the  southeast  end 
filled  to  approximate  grade  and  the  1000 f  extension  to  be  left 
rough  graded  but  free  of  obstructions  and  adequate  for  the 
extension  of  the  existing  NW/SE  runway  to  a  total  length  not 
exceeding  0000  feet,  and  that  the  Government  shall  alter  and 
extend  the  existing  paved  NW/SE  runway  so  that  for  a  width  of 
150  feet  it  shall  have  a  minimum  length  of  7000  feet  with  a 
1000  ft,  stabilized  clear  zone  at  the  southeast  end  thereof 
and  provision  for  an  aggregate  of  40,000  sq.  yds. of  parking 
apron  with  necessary  taxiways  connecting  the  ends  of  the  runway 
to  the  proposed  parking  apron  and  an  adequate  drainage  system, 
as  well  as  the  extension  of  the  existing  night  lighting  system 
to  provide  permanent  contact  lighting  for  the  runway.  The 
agreement  shall  provide  that  the  improvements  described  shall 
revert  to  and  become  the  property  of  the  City  and  County  six 
months  after  the  termination  of  the  present  existing  emergency. 
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The  City  under  the  agreement  will  obligate  itself  and 
agree  to  release  and  discharge  the  Government  from  any  and  all 
actions,  causes  of  action,  rights  or  claims  to  compensation 
or  damages  for  or  arising  from  the  taking  of  the  property 
known  as  Treasure  Island  in  San  Francisco  Bay  and  now  subject 
to  that  certain  proceeding  in  eminent  domain  entitled  United 
states  of  America  v.  380  acres  of  tidelands  and  submerged  lands, 
pending  in  the  United  States  District  Court  for  the  Northern 
District  of  California,  Southern  Division,  and  numbered 
22164-W,  and  from  the  taking  of  certain  property  in  San  Mateo 
County,  California,  commonly  known  as  a  portion  of  the  San 
Francisco  ..irport  and  now  subject  to  a  similar  proceeding  in 
eminent  domain  entitled  United  States  of  America  v.  118  acres 
of  land,  pending  in  the  aforesaid  Court  and  numbered  22650-Se 
The  City  will  agree  to  execute,  through  the  City  Attorney, 
or  otherwise,  all  necessary  instruments,  stipulations  and 
consents  to  effectuate  such  waiver,  release  and  discharge  as 
may  be  required  or  deemed  necessary  by  the  Government.  The 
City  will  further  obligate  itself  and  agree  that  the  Army  may 
have  full  use  of  the  facilities  to  be  constructed  during  the 
present  existing  emergency  and  for  a  period  of  six  months 
thereafter  as  defined  in  that  certain  lease  entered  into  the 
5th  day  of  February,  I942,  and  amendments  thereto,  which  said 
lease  shall  be  kept  in  full  force  and  effect  during  the  term 
therein  created,  and  after  the  termination  of  the  existing 
emergency,  Army  shall,  in  the  event  of  any  future  states  of 
war  or  unlimited  emergency  or  emergencies  proclaimed    by  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  be  and  become  entitled  with- 
out rental  or  other  compensation,  to  exclusively  occupy  and 
use  the  improvements  to  be  constructed  and  in  peace  time 
Army  shall  be  permitted  to  make  normal  use  of  the  facilities 
of  the  Airport  without  charge.    The  exact  terms  of  the  agree- 
ment to  be  entered  into  are  contained  in  that  certain  document 
before  this  Commission  entitled  "Contract  between  the  United 
States  of  America  and  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 
^  The  Armyj^*  Undated  but  consisting  of  thirteen  sections  and 
eight  pages,  and  Exhibits  A  and  B  attached  thereto,  to  which 
specific  reference  is  hereby  made  and  herein  incorporated  as 
if  set  out  at  length. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  City  Attorney  is  hereby 
requested,  directed  and  authorized  to  execute  any  and  all 
documents  required  under  the  agreement  to  cause  complete 
satisfactions  of  all  claims  and  demands  of  the  City  to  be 
entered  in  the  two  actions  at  law  described  in  this  resolution. 

3E  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be 
forwarded  to  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors  and  that 
Board  is  hereby  requested,  after  fully  considering  the  terms  of 
the  agreement,  to  enact  an  ordinance  authorizing  and  directing 
the  Mayor  to  execute  the  agreement  in  behalf  of  the  City  and 
County  and  that  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  attest 
the  Mayor's  signature  and  affix  the  Official  Seal  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  said  agreement. 
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On  motion  of  Commissioner  Mc  Laughlin,  seconded  by  Commissioner 
Mc  Kee,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  unanimously: 

— RESOLUTION  NO.  594O-- 

R2 SOLVED,  That  an  agreement  be  entered  into  in  behalf  of 
the  City  -md  County  of  San  Francisco  by  this  Commission  with 
the  United  States  of  America  for  the  uses  and  benefit  of  the 
Navy.    The  agreement  shall  provide,  among  other  things,  that 
the  Government  has  undertaken  and  will  complete  the  con- 
struction at  the  San  Francisco  Airport  in  San  Mateo  County,  so 
as  to  provide  for  war  purposes,  a  usable  seaplane  terminal 
and  operating  base  the  following  structures  and  improvements; 
(a)  Reclamation,  filling  and  grading  work;  (b)  Buildings  usable 
for  administration,  terminal,  cafeteria,  storage  and  shop 
purposes;  (c)  One  seaplane  type  hangar,  with  shop  and  office 
lean-tos;  (d)  Dope  shop;  (e)  Heating  plant;  (f )  Gasoline  storage 
facilities  of  approximately  100,000  gallons  capacity  (g)  Marine 
railway  or  ramp,  usable  for  transporting  seaplanes  from  the 
water;  (h)  Four  loading  floats,  usable  for  air  passenger  and  air 
cargo;  (i)  Pavement,  roadway,  utility,  drainage  and  other 
facilities.    All  of  said  improvements  with  land  on  which  they 
are  situated  shall  become  the  property  of  the  City  within 
twenty-four  months  after  the  termination  by  appropriate  action 
by  the  President  or  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  of  the 
national  emergency  proclaimed  by  the  President  on  May  27,  l%l9 
or  at  such  earlier  time  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  declares 
that  said  property  is  no  longer  needed  for  Naval  purposes. 

The  City  under  the  agreement  will  obligate  itself  and  agree 
to  release  and  discharge  the  Government  from  any  claims  to  com- 
pensation or  damages  arising  out  of  that  certain  eminent  domain 
proceeding  entitled  United  States  of  America  v,  380  acres  of 
tidal  lands  and  submerged  lands  No.  22164-W,  pending  in  the 
United  States  District  Court  for  the  Northern  District  of 
California,  Southern  Division,  which  suit  embraces  the  condem- 
nation of  Treasure  Island  in  San  Francisco  Bay,  and  in  the 
eminent  domain  proceeding  entitled  United  States  of  America 
v.  Il8  acres  of  land,  No%  2265O-S,  in  which  certain  lands  of  the 
Airport  are  sought  to  be  condemned,  will  in  any  decree  of  con- 
demnation obtained  in  the  latter  action  stipulate  that  the 
Government  is  to  have  an  estate  in  fee  until  the  expiration 
of  a  period  of  twenty  four  months  after  the  termination  by 
appropriate  action  of  the  President  or  of  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  of  the  national  emergency  proclaimed  by  the 
President  on  May  27,  1941,  or  until  such  earlier  time  as  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  declares    said  property  is  no  longer 
needed  for  Naval  purposes,  and  upon  such  event  the  said  real 
property  and  all  the  structures  and  facilities  herein  described 
shall  be  and  become  the  property  of  the  City  In  fee  simple 
absolute.    The  Navy  shall  have  the  right,  without  rental  or  other 
compensation  in  peace  times  to  the  normal  use  of  the  facilities 
of  the  seaplane  base  without  interrering  with  the  rights  of 
those  claiming  under  the  City  by  license,  lease,  permit  or  con- 
tract.   The  City  obligates  itself  to  obtain  from  the  State  of 
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California  similar  waivers,  release  and  discharge  of  the 
Government  in  respect  to  the  Treasure  Island  property,  as 
the  City  has  obligated  itself  to  do. 

The  exact  terms  of  the  agreement  to  be  entered  into  are 
contained  in  that  certain  document  before  this  Commission 
entitled  ''Tentative  Draft  of  Agreement  Between  Navy  and  San 
Francisco, ??    consisting  of  fourteen  sections  and  ten  pages,  to 
which  specific  reference  is  hereby  made  and  herein  incorporated 
as  if  set  out  at  length* 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED ?  That  the  City  Attorney  is  hereby 
requested,  directed  and  authorized  to  sign  and  file  any  and  all 
documents  required  by  the  Government  in  either  or  both  of  the 
eminent  domain  proceedings  to  bring  about  the  results  described 
in  the  agreement, 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED'  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be 
forwarded  to  the  Honorable  Soard  of  Supervisors  and  that  Board 
is  hereby  requested,  after  fully  considering  the  terms  of  the 
agreement,  to  enact  an  ordinance  authorizing  and  directing 
the  Mayor  to  execute  the  agreement  in   behalf  of  the  City  and 
County,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  attest  the 
iiayorTs  signature  and  affix  the  Official  Seal  of  the  City  and 
County  of  Sam  Francisco  to  said  agreement* 

Commissioner  Kohnke  made  a  motion  proposing  adoption  of  reso- 
lution, requesting  that  the  Federal  Government  give  to  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  the  option  to  re-acquire 
Treasure  Island  if  and  when  said  Treasure  Island  shall  no 
longer  be  needed  by  the  Federal  Government;  motion  failed  for 
want  of  a  second . 

In  not  seconding  the  motion,  Commissioner  Cosgrove  stated 
that  t?request  haa  been  made  of  the  Federal  Government  on 
several  occasions  and  turned  downf?  and  Commissioner  Mc  Kee, 
stated  ??I  originally  asked  that  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  be  given  the  option  to  re-purchase,  which  request 
was  given  a  flat  fN0?  by  Mr,  Courtney,  representing  the  Depart- 
ment of  Justice  and  the  Navy  Department tf#

WHEREAS ^  the  Manager  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department 
and  the  representatives  of  the  United  States  government  have 
agreed  that  the  sum  of  $422.64,  is  a  just  and  fair  settlement 
of  the  claim  of  the  City  and  Counts  of  San  Francisco  against  the 
United  States  government  for  the  damage  done  to  said  power  line. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  in  charge 
of  said  San  Francisco  Water  Department,  accepts  from  the 
government  of  the  United  States  the  sum  of  $422.64  in  full  pay- 
ment and  satisfaction  of  any  damage  done  to  the  aforesaid  power 
line  by  said  Army  training  plane  No.  144  and  that  upon  the 
payment  of  said  sum,  the  Manager  of  Utilities  and  he  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  execute  to  the  government  of  the 
United  States  and  to  all  the  departments  and  divisions  thereof 
a  full  receipt  and  acquittance  for  the  said  damage  done  to  said 
power  line. 
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On  motion  of  Commissioner  Cosgrove,  seconded  by  Commissioner 
Kohnke,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  unanimously:

RESOLVED,  That  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  hereby  consents  to  the  transfer 
of  jurisdiction  of  that  certain  City  owned  parcel  of  land 
known  as  Lot  5-A,  in  Assessor's  Block  7201,  from  the  San 
Francisco  Water  Department  to~the  Department  of  Public  Works 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Part  1,  Sections  158  to 
163,  of  the  Municipal  Code  reserving  to  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  a  right  of  way  across  said  lot  23  feet  in  width, 
being  11-1/2  feet  on  either  side  of  the  center  line  between 
the  two  existing  pipelines  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  De- 
partment crossing  said  Lot  5-A;  said  lot  is  located  at  the 
southwest  corner  of  the  Park-Merced  Tract,  San  Francisco, 
California,  and  is  not  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  the  San 
Francisco  Water  Department  except  as  otherwise  provided 
herein. 

In  the  event  said  land  is  disposed  of  by  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  then  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  shall  reserve  the  pipeline  right  of  way  above 
described  together  with  all  subterranean  waters  under  said 
parcel  5-A  as  appurtenant  to  the  real  property  described  as

In  explanation  of  his  vote,  Commissioner  Cosgrove  stated:  "I 
am  opposed  to  the  resolution  which  calls  upon  the  members 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  pass  an  ordinance  authorizing 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  make  an  offer  to  the 
Market  Street  Railway  Company  for  the  purchase  of  all  its 
operative  properties  used  by  it  within  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  and  that  portion  which  extends  to  San  Mateo 
County  for  the  price  of  $7,500,000. 

?,The  price  of  $7,500,000  is  not  a  fair  or  equitable  con- 
sideration to  be  paid  for  these  properties.    The  Market  Street 
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System  in  my  opinion,  is  antiquated  and  In  a  deplorable  con- 
dition and  after  the  war  is  over  all  its  rolling  stock  must  be 
replaced  by  modern  equipment. 

:fA  purchase  of  the  Market  Street  Railway  properties  will 
not  render  service  so  improved  as  to  warrant  a  seven- cent 
fare  and  the  payment  of  this  price.    The  people  of  San  Fran- 
cisco on  several  occasions  and  as  late  as  April  of  1943 »  re~ 
fused  to  buy  these  properties  and  which  properties  have 
greatly  depreciated  since  that  date. 

;?In  my  opinion  the  proposition  offered  to  the  people  at 
that  time  was  a  better  deal.    First,  because  the  property  since 
that  time  has  greatly  depreciated.    Second,  no  initial  cash 
payment  was  to  come  out  of  the  Treasury  of  our  City  Govern- 
ment out  the  entire  purchase  price  was  to  be  paid  by  Revenue 
Bonds.    Third,  we  were  not  obligated  to  a  seven-cent  fare, 

f,Our  present  reserve  and  any  other    profit  which  we  may 
accumulate  should  be  used  to  render  better  service  with 
modern  equipment." 

In  explanation  of  his  vote,  Commissioner  Mc  Kee  stated:  fTI 
take  the  position  with  regard  to  this  new  proposed  purchase  of 
the  Market  Street  Railway  that  the  matter  be  submitted  to  a 
vote  of  the  people  for  the  reason  that  similar  proposals  have 
previously  been  submitted  on  four  different  occasions  and  on 
each  occasion  have  been  rejected.

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32  IT  RESOLVED,  That  pursuant  to  notice  of  intention  to 
revise  the  schedule  of  rates  for  water  service  charged  by 
the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  by  the  establishment  of  a 
special  rate  for  water  used  for  irrigation  of  vegetables 
grown  in  Victory  Gardens  in  San  Francisco  for  home  consumption, 
heretofore  published  as  is  required  by  the  Charter  of  the  City 
ana  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  after  public  hearing  being 
held  in  accordance  with  the  aforesaid  notice,  the  following 
revision  to  the  schedule  of  rates  to  be  charged  for  water  ser- 
vice be  and  the  same  is  hereby  adopted: 

THERE  shall  be  added  to    the  existing  schedule  of  rates 
a  new  section  headed: 

SPECIAL  RATES  FOR  VICTORY  GARDEN  USAGE 

Applicable  only  during  the  season  of  1944  for  water  ac- 
tually used  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for 
growing  vegetables  for  home  consumption  in  Victory  Gardens,  a 
special  usage  rate  equivalent  to  7  cents  per  hundred  cubic 
feet,  subject  to  the  following  limitations,  rules  and  regu- 
lations thereto. 

1.  The  maximum  volume  of  water  for  such  garden  usage  for  any 
consumer  of  record  to  which  the  special  rate  will  be  applied 
will  be  limited  to  the  volume  of  water  computed  over  the 
actual  area  of  ground  devoted  to  vegetable  growing,  provided, 
that  such  special  rate  shall  not  apply  to  any  such  planted 
garden  area  less  than  100  square  feet  nor  more  than  5000 
square  feet;  provided  that  where  the  area  of  any  garden  is 
greater  than  5000  square  feetthe  maximum   allowance  will  be 
based  on  an  area  of  5000  square  feet,  except  that  where  metered 
service  is  provided  and  used  solely  for  Victory  Garden  purposes, 
the  special  rate  shall  apply  to  all  water  metered  without 
other  allowance, 

2.  To  secure  the  benefit  of  the  special  rate,  the  consumer 
must  make  written  application  to  the  Department  for  such 
special  rate  after  the  garden  has  been  planted,  using  the 
printed  application  form  provided.    The  Department  shall  de- 
termine to  the  nearest  100  cubic  feet  the  volume  of  water  to 
be  allowed  for  any  such  garden.    Such  determination  will  in 
general  be  based    on  measurement  made  by  a  representative  of 
the  Department  except,  that  for  any  garden  of  1000  square 
feet  or  less,  the  Department  in  its  discretion  may  accept 
dimensions  furnished  by  the  applicant. 

3»    Except  where  special  metered  service  is  provided  all  water 
bills  will  be  computed  on  the  basis  of  the  regular  established 
meter  rates,  and  the  special  rate  will  be  provided  by  the 
application  of  a  credit  to  the  regular  bill  at  the  rate  of 
15  cents  per  100  cubic  feet  for  the  volume  of  water  allowed  for 


Victory  Garden  purposes.    The  credit  allowance  so  computed 
will  be  the  maximum  total  allowance  which  may  be  granted  for 
the  season  and  will  be  applied  on  the  June  bill  and  sub- 
sequent bills  inducing  the  bill  for  the  month  of  October. 
No  allowance  shall  be  made  in  any  case  which  for  the  season 
April  1  to  October  1  will  reduce  the  total  charges  to  the  con- 
sumer during  the  season  to  an  amount  less  than  that  based  on 
the  regular  meter  service  change  and  a  usage  charge  of  7  cents 
per  100  cubic  feet.    Only  one  credit  will  be  allowed  on  one 
property  curing  the  season. 

4.  The  special  rate  will  apply  only  to  Victory  Gardens  in 
which  vegetables  are  actually  being  grown  for  home  consumption. 
The  special  rate  will  not  apply  to  commercial  gardens  nor  to 
^reas  outside  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  nor  to 
any  premises  on  which  water  from  any  other  than  the  Depart- 
ments system  is  available.    If  use  of  the  garden  area  for 
growing  vegetables  is  abandoned  or  discontinued  by  the  appli- 
cant at  any  time  during  the  season,  or  if  the  garden  produce 

is  disposed  of  commercially,  the  Department  reserves  the  right 
to  cancel  any  further  allowance  otherwise  due  the  consumer. 

5.  Where  installation  of  a  service  and  meter  is  reauired  to 
provide  water  for  the  growing  of  a  Victory  Garden  such  service, 
if  application  be  accepted,  will  be  considered  as  a  temporary 
service  and  will  be  installed  subject  to  all  Government  and 
Department  regulations  at  the  expense  of  the  applicant. 

6.  No  applications  for  the  special  garden  rate  will  be 
accepted  after  July  1,  1944,  and  no  credits  will  be  applied 
after  October  31,  1944. 

7.  Following  is  an  explanation  and  example  of  the  application 
of  the  special  rate: 

As  in  most  cases  there  is  no  practicable  method  of 
separately  measuring  the  water  used  for  Victory  Gardens  as 
against  the  balance  of  water  used  on  the  premises,  allowance  is 
made  for  applving  water  to  a  depth  of  two  feet  over  the 
Victory  Garden  area,  chargeable  at  the  special  rate.  The 
regular  scheduled  meter  rate  for  domestic  use  up  to  3300  cubic 
feet  is  22  cents  per  100  cubic  feet,  so  by  applying  a  credit 
of  15  cents  for  100  cubic  feet  to  the  water  allowed  for 
Victory  Garden  areas,  the  net  rate  charged  for  such  water  will 
be  7  cents  per  100  cubic  feet.    To  illustrate,  a  garden  25 
feet  by  40  feet  has  an  area  of  1000  square  feet  and  is  en- 
titled to  a  two-foot  depth  of  water  for  the  season,  on  which 
basis  the  volume  of  water  allowed  to  which  the  special  rate 
is  applicable  would  be  2  x  1000  =  2000  cubic  feet.    The  rate 
reduction  from  22  cents  to  7  cents  per  100  cubic  feet  is  15 
cents  per  100  cubic  feet  so  that  the  total  credit  allowed  for 
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the  season  would  be 


#0.15  x  2000    =  $3.00 
100 


The  credit  will  be  applied  to  bills  for  regular  metered 
service  subsequent  to  June  first.  For  gardens  of  other  di- 
mensions, the  credit  will  vary  according  to  the  total  area* 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  foregoing  revision  of 
the  schedule  of  rates  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
for  approval  and  when  approved  by  that  Board,  said  rates  shall 
go  into  effect  commencing  the  first  day  of  the  month  following 
action  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.

Rule  2.    ^Installation  At  The  Expense  Of  The  Department 
In  The  City  And  County  of  San  Francisco"    is  hereby  amended  to 
read  as  follows:    The  Department  will  install  at  its  expense 
adequate  service  connections  from  its  mains  to  the  opposite 
curb  line  of  public  streets  in  which  the  mains  are  located, 
provided  the  service  is  for  immediate  and  permanent  use  for 
domestic,  commercial  and  industrial  purposes  and  no  extension 
of  the  mains  is  necessary.    The  Department  in  each  case  will 
provide  the  proper  size  meter  or  meters  and  install  same  on 
the  service  inside  the  curb  line  or  as  near  thereto  as 
possible.

The  De- 
partment shall  determine  whether  the  service  is  to  be  classed 
as  permanent,  taking  into  consideration  the  type  of  building 
or  structures  served,  the  use  of  the  premises,  volume  of  water 
usage  with  relation  to  cost  of  service  installation  and  other 
pertinent  factors. 

For  the  conditions  under  which  services  will  be  installed 
when  extension  of  the  Department fs  mains  is  required,  see 
Section  B, 

For  installation  of  automatic  fire  sprinkler  service,  see 
Section  A. -Rule  12. 

For  installation  of  services  outside  the  limits  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  see  Section  A-l. 

SECTION  A.  -  Rule  3.  ??Temporary  Service''  is  hereby  amended  to 
read  as  follows: 

When  water  service  is  required  for  temporary  or  inter- 
mittent use  only,  the  Department,  upon  receipt  of  formal  appli- 
cation accompanied  with  the  required  deposit,  will  make  the 
installation  at  the  expense  of  the  applicant,  provided  ad&yate 
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mains  are  already  laid  in  the  street. 

The  charge  for  such  temporary  installations  will  be  the 
actual  cost  thereof  to  the  Department,  exclusive  of  the  cost 
of  the  meter,  except  that  for  services  not  exceeding  one-inch 
which  do  not  involve  cutting  or  replacing  of  pavement  a  flat 
charge  of  59.00  will  be  made. 

When  temporary  water  service  is  desired  from  a  fire 
hydrant,  permit  must  first  be  obtained  from  the  Board  of  Fire 
Commiss loners  and  filed  with  the  Department.    A  flat  charge  of 
&3.50  will  be  made  for  the  installation  of  the  meter  which  will 
be  supplied  by  the  department  without  charge,  but  the  appli- 
cant will  be  held  responsible  for  any  damage  to  or  loss  of 
the  meter  or  fittings. 

The  amount  of  deposit  required  in  connection  with  any 
temporary  services  not  installed  for  a  fixed  flat  charge  will 
be  determined  by  the  Department  on  the  basis  of  the  estimated 
cost  of  the  installation,  exclusive  of  the  cost  of  the  meter. 
When  such  an  installation  is  made,   the  Department  upon  com- 
pletion of  the  work:,  will  determine  the  actual  cost  thereof 
exclusive  of  the  meter.  Any  difference  between  the  amount  of 
the  cepsoit  and  the  cost  of  the  work  as  above  determined,  shall 
be  adjusted  by  the  Department  or  the  applicant  as  required. 

The  requirement  for  a  deposit  shall  not  apply  to  a  govern- 
mental agency,  or  to  a  public  utility,  provided  satisfactory 
written  authorization  is  received  carrying  agreement  to  pay 
the  charges  involved . 

All  water  delivered  through  metered  temporary  service 
shall  be  paid  for  at  the  established  schedule  of  rates  for 
general  usage. 

Any  service  installed  as  a  temporary  service  may  be 
reclassified  as  a  permanent  service  upon  request  of  the  origi- 
nal applicant  made  within  two  years  of  the  date  of  the  origi- 
nal installation  provided;  that  there  has  been  continuous 
service  for  twelve  months  or  more  with  payment  of  bills,  and, 
in  thecase  of  services  two  inches  or  larger,  the  total  revenue 
from  the  service  is  equal  to  or  greater  than  ten  times  the 
cost  of  the  installation  exclusive  of  the  cost  of  the  meter. 
Wnen  any  service  is  reclassified  from  temporary  to  permanent- 
the  Department  will  refund  to  the  applicant  any  deposit  on 
payment  made  for  the  installation  which  would  not  have  been 
required  if  the  service  had  been  originally  installed  as 
permanent. 

The  Department  reserves  the  right  to  refuse  to  provide  any 
temporary  service  when  it  considers  the  installation  or 
use  of  such  service  to  be  detrimental  to  the  interest  of  the 
Department  or  its  permanent  consumers* 
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RULE  9,    "Increasing  Size  Of  Meter"  and  Rule  10 
"'Change  Of  Location  Or  Size  Of  Service"  are  hereby 
amended  by  substituting  for  said  rules  a  Rule 
entitled  Rule  c-10.    Change  of  Location  Or  Size  of 
Servi  ce . 

When  the  size  of  service  pipe  and  meter  has  been  deter- 
mined and  installation  made  b^  the  Lepartment  at  its  expense 
at  the  location  specified,  it  is  understood  that  the  Lepartment 
has  fulfilled  its  obligations  insofar  as  the  installation  is 
concerned ♦    If  the  consumer  thereafter  requires  a  change  in  the 
location,  arrangement  or  size  of  the    meter  or  service  con- 
nection, he  must  bear  all  costs  of  making  such  changes  except 
that  when  the  requirements  of  the  consumer  exceed  the  capacity 
of  the  existing  service,  a  larger  service  and  meter  will  be 
installed  by  the  Department  at  its  expense,  provided  the  in- 
creased demand  is  determined  by  the  Lepartment  to  be  permanent* 

SECTION  Al-Installation  of  Services  Outside  the  Limits  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 

Introductory  paragraph  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

Service  furnished  outside  of  San  Francisco  shall  be 
governed  by  the  same  rules  as  service  furnished  within  the 
City,  insofar  as  said  rules  are  applicable  and  except  as 
modified  or  further  limited  by  other  rules  specif icallv  per- 
taining to  such  outside  service  or  by  special  contracts  govern- 
ing. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Department  to  confine  the  sale  0?  watar 
outside  the  limits  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
primarily  to  municipalities,  water  districts  and  communities 
for  distribution  under  their  own  operation  and  control.  The 
Department  will,  however,  consider  applications  for  service 
from  individuals  or  others  located  outside  of  the  areas  served 
by  such  local  distributing  systems  and  may  within  its  dis- 
cretion provide  such  service  until  such  time  as  the  premises 
supplied  are  included  within  the  area  served  by  an  indepen- 
dent system,  supplied  by  the  Department,  or  until  such  time  as 
it  is  no  longer  economically  feasible  for  the  Department  to 
continue  to  provide  such  service.    All  outside  service  will 
be  subject  to  the  above  general  policy  and  to  the  following: 

Rule  1.  "Restrictions, "is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

All  water  furnished  by  the  Department  for  distribution 
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outside  of  the  limits  of  the  Citv  and  County  shall  be  res- 
tricted to  domestic  and  ordinary  commercial  use;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  applications  for  water  service  for  Industrial  and 
other  purposes  will  be  considered  and  may  be  accepted  if  not 
deemed  detrimental  to    existing  services  or  inimical  to  the 
interests  and  operations  of  the  Department. 

Rule  2m  "Points  At  Which  Connections  To  Transmission 
Mains  Will  Be  Made"  is  herebv  amended  to  read 
as  follows: 

Service  connections  to  the  Department's  transmission  mains 
will  be  made  only  at  points  to  be  chosen  by  it.    In  general 
such  locations  will  be  at  existing  road  crossings  or  where  there 
is  a  suitable  existing  outlet. 

Taps  into  the  mains  will  be  held  to  a  minimum  and  will  be 
made  at  such  points  as  will  least  affect  existing  street  or 
other  improvements  and  at  the    same  time  best  provide  for 
future  additional  services. 

The  Department  will  install,  at  its  expense,  the  con- 
nection to  th  main  and  the  necessary  meters  provided  the 
application  is  approved  and  the  service  is  for  permanent  use. 

Temporary  service  will  not  be  provided,  where  tapping  a 
transmission  main  is  involved  except  to  meet  an  urgent  re- 
quirement concerning  the  public  welfare.    Where  any  temporary 
service  is  installed,  the  entire  expense  of  installing  and 
removing  the  connection,  exclusive  of  the  cost  of  the  meter, 
shall  be  borne  by  the  applicant. 

Rule  2A.  to  be  deleted  and  incorporated  in  Rule  3  as 
amended • 

Rule  3.  -  "Supply  Lines  At  The  Expense  Of  Applicant"  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

All  supply  and  distribution  mains  from  the  connection 
with  the  Departments  system  shall  be  installed  by  the  appli- 
cant at  his  expense^  with  the  following  exceptions: 

The  refunding  rules  (Section  3-Rules  2,3  and  4)  will  apply 
to  main  extensions  in  the  Visitacion  Valley  district  in- 
cluding service  to  the  livestock  and  exposition  buildings  of 
Agricultural  District  1A  and  to  the  San  Francisco  Airport  and 
the  immediate  vicinity,  where  applicants  may,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Department,  be  adequately  and  economically  served  by  a 
branch  main  or  mains  from  the  12"  line  supplying  the  Airport. 
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SECTION  E  -  GENERAL  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  a  new  rule 
entitled  Rule  14,  Interpretation  of  Rules  and  Regulations. 

In  the  event  of  any  question  as  to  interpretation  or 
application  of  any  Rules  and  Regulations,  the  ruling  of  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  shall  be  final.

The  City  will  cooperate  with  the  Government 
to  ensure  prosecution  of  the  Project  without  interference  of 
hindrance,  and  agrees  to  permit  the  agents  and  employees  of  the 
Government,  and  all  persons  authorized  by  the  Administrator,  to 
enter  upon,  use,  and  occupy  the  property  to  be  developed,  as 
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the  Administrator  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable  in  connection 
with  the  conduct  of  the  Project. 

(Id)  The  City  agrees  to  indemnity  and  save  harmless  the 
Government  against  and  from  any  and  all  claims  and  damages 
which  may  arise  from  or  in  connection  with  the  carrying  out 
of  the  Project;  excepting  claims  for  injuries  or  death  to 
persons  resulting  from  willful  or  negligent  acts  or  omissions 
of  the  Government  or  any  of  its  officers,  employees,  agents 
or  agencies,  all  other  claims  sounding  in  tort,  and  claims 
for  materials  furnished  or  work  performed  pursuant  to 
authority  given  by  officers,  employees,  or  agents  of  the 
Government* 

(c)  It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  all  improvements  made 
under  the  Project  shall  be  the  sole  and  absolute  property  of 
the  City  except  where  specifically  agreed  otherwise,  in  writing, 
prior  to  the  undertaking  of  the  improvement  or  installation 

in  question. 

(d)  The  City  agrees  that,  continuously  during  the  term  of 
this  agreement,  the  Airport  will  be  operated  as  such,  and  for 
no  other  purpose,  and  that  unless  utilized  exclusively  for 
military  purposes,  it  will  at  all  times  be  operated  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  the  public,  on  reasonable  terms  and  without 
unjust  discrimination,  and  without  grant  or  exercise  of  any 
exclusive  right  for  use  of  the  Airport  within  the  meaning  of 
Section  303  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Act  of  1938. 

(e)  The  City  agrees  that  it  will  at  all  times  during  the  term 
of  this  agreement  maintain  in  good  and  serviceable  condition 
and  repair  the  entire  landing  area  of  the  Airport  and  all  im- 
provements, facilities,  and  equipment  which  have  been  or  may  be 
made,  constructed,  or  installed  with  Federal  aid,  including  all 
improvements  made  under  the  Project,  other  than  facilities 

and  equipment  owned  by  the  Government;  Provided,  that  during 
any  period  the  said  landing  area  or  airport  improvements, 
facilities,  or  equipment  are  leased  by  or  licensed  to  the 
Government  for  military  purposes,  the  City  shall  be  obligated 
to  bear  only  that  proportion  of  the  expense  of  maintenance  of  the 
landing  area  or  airport    improvements,  facilities,  or  equip- 
ment so  leased  or  licensed  which  their  non-military  use  bears 
to  their  total  use.

or  maneuvering  of  aircraft  at  the  Airport,  or  otherwise  limit 


its  usefulness  as  an  airport.    The  City  agrees  that  it  will 
remove,  lower,  or  mark  md  light  all  natural  and  artificial 
obstructions  on  the  approaches  to  the  runways  as  may  be 
necessary  to  conform  to  Civil  Aeronautics  Approach  Clearance 
Standards  and  Re commend a t i ons : 

(g)  In  order  to  protect  the  rights  and  interests  of  the 
Government  under  this  resolution,  the  City  agrees  that  it  will 
not  enter  into  any  transaction  which  would  operate  to  deprive 
it  of  any  of  the  rights  and  powers  necessary  to  perform  any 

or  all  of  the  covenants  made  herein,  unless  by  such  transaction 
the  obligation  to  perform  all  such  covenants  is  assumed  by 
another  public  agency.    The  City  further  agrees  that  it  will 
not  execute  any  exclusive  deed,  lease,  operation  or  management 
agreement,  or  other  instrument  affecting  the  landing  areas, 
runways,  taxiways,  or  other  air  navigational  facilities  of  the 
airport,  even  though  the  other  party  to  the  transaction  is  the 
Government  acting  rhough  the  War  Department  or  Navy  Department, 
unless  thirty  days'  notice  of  its    intention  so  to  do  has  been 
given  to  the  Administrator,  or  unless  the  Administrator  has 
waived  the  right  to  such  notice,    A  copy  of  the  proposed  in- 
strument in  question  shall  be  attached  to  said  notice,  which 
shall  state  the  date  upon  which  the  same  is  to  be  executed. 

(h)  The  City  agrees  that,  if  requested  to  do  so  by  the  War 
Department  or  Navy  Department,  at  any  time  during  a  national 
emergency  declared  by  the  President,  it  will  lease  the  landing 
area  of  the  Airport  to  the  Government  for  military  or  naval 
use,  at  a  nominal  rental,  for  a  term    of  one  year,  renewable 
annually  at  the  option  of  the  Government  for  such  period  as  the 
Government  may  designate;  Provided,  that  the  lease  shall  con- 
tain an  express  stipulation  that  its  terms  shall  not  exceed 
the  duration  of  the  national  emergency  and  six  months  there- 
after unless  an  extension  thereof  is  approved  by  the  Administra- 
tor. Such  lease  shall  also  contain  a  covenant  on  the  part  of 
the  Government  to  permit,  by  instruments  in  writing,  use  of 

the  leased  premises  by  commercial,  private,  and  other  non- 
military  aircraft  to  the  extent  possible  without  interfering 
with  military  operations,  and  to  bear  all  of  the  expense  of  main- 
taining and  keeping  in  good  repair  the  leased  premises  and  all 
improvements  and  facilities  thereon,  other  than  that  propor- 
tion of  the  cost  of  such  maintenance  for  which  the  City  assumes 
responsiblity  under  Section  1  (e)  hereof.      The  City  further 
agrees  that,  during  all  times  that  the  landing  area  of  the 
Airport  is  not  held  by  the  Government  under  lease,  the  Govern- 
ment shall  have  the  right  to  use  such  area  in  common  with  others, 
without  charge,  to  the  extent  possible  without  requiring  the 
limitation  of  non-military  operations.

(e)  The  City  agrees  that  it  will  at  all  times  during  the 
term  of  this  agreement  maintain  in  good  and  serviceable  con- 
dition and  repair  the  entire  landing  area  of  the  Airport  and 
all  improvements,  facilities,  and  equipment  which  have  been  or 
may  be  made,  constructed,  or  installed  with  Federal  aid,  in- 
cluding all  improvements  made  under  the  Project,  other  than 
facilities  and  equipment  owned  by  the  Government;  Provided, 
that  during  anyperiod  the  said  landing  area  or  airport  im- 
provements, facilities,  or  equipment  are  leased  by  or  licensed 
to  the  Government  for  military  purposes,  the  City  shall  be 
obligated  to  bear  only  that  proportion  of  the  expense  of  main- 
tenance of  the  landing  area  or  airport  improvements,  facilities 
or  equipment  so  leased  or  licensed,  which  their  non-military 
use  bears  to  their  total  use. 

(f )  Insofar  as  is  within  its  powers  and  reasonably  possibl 
the  City  will  prevent  any  use  of  land  either  within  or  out- 
side the  boundaries  of  the  Airport,  including  the  construction, 
erection,  alteration,  or  growth,  of  any  structure  or  other 
object  thereon,  which  would  be  a  hazard  to  the  landing,  taking- 
off ,  or  maneuvering  of  aircraft  at  the  Airport,  or  otherwise 
limit  its  usefullness  as  an  Airport. 
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The  City  agrees  that  it  will  remove,  lower,  or  maHc  and  light 
all  natural  and  artificial  obstructions  on  the  approaches  to 
the  runways  as  may  be  necessary  to  conform  to  Civil  Aero- 
nautics Approach  Clearance  Standards  anc  Recommendations: 

(g)  In  order  to  protect  the  rights  and  interests  of  the 
Government  under  this  resolution,  the  City  agrees  that  it  will 
not  enter  into  any  transaction  which  would  operate  to  deprive 
it  of  any  of  the  rights  and  powers  necessary  to  perform  any 

or  all  of  the  covenants  made  herein,  unless  by  such  transaction 
the  obligation  to  perform  all  such  covernants  is  assumed  by 
another  public  agency.    The  City  further  agrees  that  it  will 
not  execute  any  deed,  lease,  operation  or  management,  agree- 
ment, or  other  instrument  affecting  the  landing  areas,  runways, 
taxiways,  or  other  air  navigational  facilities  of  the  airport, 
even  though  the  other  party  to  the  transaction  is  the  Govern- 
ment acting  through  the  War  Department  or  Navy  Department,  un- 
less thirty  days*  notice  of  its  intention  so  to  do  has  been 
given  to  the  Administrator,  or  unless  the  Administrator  has 
waived  the  right  to  such  notice,    A  copv  of  the  prop  s»sed 
instrument  in  question  shall  be  attached  to  said  notice,  which 
shall  state  the  date  upon  which  the    same  is  to  be  executed. 

(h)  The  City  agrees  that,  if  requested  to  go  so  by  the 
War  Department  or  Navy  Department,  at  any  time  during  a 
national  emergency  c'eclared  by  the  President,  it  will  lease  the 
lancing  area  of  the  Airport  to  the  Government  for  military  or 
naval  use,  at  a  nominal  rental,  for  a  term  of  one  year,  re- 
newable annually  at  the  option  of  the  Government  for  such 
period  as  the  Government  may  designate;  Provided,  that  the 
lease  shall  contain  an  express  stipulation  that  its  terms  shall 
not  exceed  the  duration  of  the  national  emergency  and  six 
months  thereafter  unless  an  extension  thereof  is  approved  by 
the  Administrator.    Such  lease  shall  also  contain  a  covenant 

on  the  part  of  the  Government,  to  permit,  by  instruments  in 
writing,  use  of  the  leased  premises  by  commercial,  private 
anc  other  non-military  aircraft  to  the  extent  possible  without 
interfering  with  military  operations,  and  to  bear  all  of  the 
expense  of  maintaining  and  keeping  in  good  repair  the  leased 
premises  and  all  improvements  and  facilities    thereon,  other 
than  that  proportion  of  the  cost  of  such  maintenance  for  which 
the  City  assumes  responsibility  under  Section  1  (e)  hereof,  The 
City  further  agrees,  that,  during  all  times  that  the  landing 
area  of  the  Airport  is  not  held  by  the  Government  under  lease, 
the  Government  shall  have  the  right  to  use  such  area  in  common 
with  others,  withoutcharge,  to  the  extent  possible  without  re- 
quiring the  limitation  of    non-military  operations. 

Section  2.    In  order  to  satisfy  the  Government  that  the 
City  is  qualified  to  sponsor  the  Project  under  the  project 
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eligibility  requirements  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administra- 
tion and  to  induce  the  Government  to  proceed  with  the  Project 
in  accordance  with  the  offer  made  by  the  City  in  Section  1 
hereof,  the  City  does  hereby  represent  and  warrant  to  the 
Government  as  follows: 

(a)  That  the    City  has  title  in  fee  simple  to  all  lands 
comprising  the  landing  area  of  the  Airport  and  to  all  lands  to 
be  improved  under  the  Project,  which  lands  are  shown  on  the 
sketch  attached  hereto  as  part  of  Exhibit  A,  and  that  said 
lands  are  held  free  from  any  lien,  lease,  easement,  or  other 
encumbrance,  other  than  leases  with  Government  for  uses  of 
Army  and  Navy,  United  Air  Lines,  Transcontinental  and  Western 
Air  Inc.  and  other  non-exclusive  leases,  agreements  or 
operating  permits,  copies  of  which  will  be  submitted  to  the 
Administrator* 

(b)  That  the  City  has  the  power  and  authority  to  adopt 
this  resolution  through  its  Public  Utilities  Commission,  and 
to  perform  all  of  the  covenants  contained  herein: 

(c)  That  the  City  is  financially  and  practically  able  to 
perform  all  of  the  covenants  contained  in  this  resolution: 

(d)  That  there  is  no  pending  or  threatened  litigation 
or  other  legal  proceeding,  and  no  material  and  relevant 
fact,  which  might  adversely  affect  the  prosectuion  of  the 
Project,  the  operation  of  the  Airport,  or  the  performance  of  any 
oi  the  covenants  contained  in  Section  1  hereof,  which  has  not 
been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Administrator. 

(e)  That  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  the  City  is 
the  proper  body  to  adopt  this  resolution  and  has  complied  with 
all  requirements  of  law  in  so  doing; 

(f )  That  such  of  the  above  representations  and  warranties 
as  involve  questions  of  law  are  made  upon  the  advice  of  Dion 
R.  Holm,  Counsel  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  whose 
certificate  as  to  such  matters  has  previously  been  delivered 

to  the  Commission  and  is  annexed  hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof, 
as  Exhibit  B. 

Section  3.    That  Dion  R#  Holm,  Counsel  for  the  Commission, 
and  E#  G.  Cahlll,  Manager  of  Utilities,  be  and  they  are

Mr.  Carroll  Newburg,  President  of  the  Central  Council  of  Civic 
Clubs  introduced  Mr.  C.  R.  Meyer  of  426  Moraga  Street  and  Mr, 
^ndruss  of  338  Ortega  Street,  both  past  presidents  of  the 
^unset  Heights  Improvement  Club. 

Mr.  Mever  spoke  in  relation  to  service  on  the  No,  6  line;  of 
the  voluntary  donation  of  220tOOO.OO  made  some  years  ago  to  the 
Market  Street  Railway  for  expansion  of  the  line  from  University 
of  California  Hospital  to  9th  and  Tacheco  to  provide  better 
service;  of  the  poor  service  of  late  years,  long  waits,  absence 
of  service  on  some  evenings,  Sundays  and  frequency  of  switch- 
backs. 

Mr.  Andruss  spoke  of  the  service    of  the  No.  6  line  rendered 
some  years  ago  that  was  good,  but  of  late  had  fallen  off 
considerably;  complaints  had  been  made  to  the  liarket  Street 
Railway  Co.  but  to  no  avail.    He  also  complained  of  the 
infrequency  of  service  in  the  evening  hours  and  made  a  p±ea  for 
shuttle  service  from  Fillmore  Street  pending  complete  restora- 
tion of  service. 

Mr.  Cahill    advised  the  delegation  that  as  of  the  day  of  con- 
solidation, there  were  360  trips  short  on  the  Market  Street 
ivailway  division;  that  under  a  recent  recruiting  plan,  641 
trips  had  been  added  and  250  people  employed;  on  the  No.  6 
line,  under  a  previous  17  trips  short,  the  Commission  had 
acded  6  trips.    It  was  the  immediate  aim  of  the  Commission  to 
restore  all  lines  of  the  Market  Street  Railway  division  to 
schedule  and  then  to  make  a  traffic  check  as  to  the  adequacy 
of  service  and  in  the  event  of  insufficiency,  proper  steps 
would  be  taken  to  augment  the  service. 

Presic.ent  Marshall  Bill  reminded  the  delegdtion  that  at  the 
present  time,  there  were  from  250,000  to  300,000  additional 
people  in  San  Francisco,  practically  all  of  whom  are  depending 
on  street  cars  for  transportation.    Despite  this  tremendous 
increase  in  population,  the  Government  permitted  an  increase 
of  only  50  pieces  of    equipment,  and  that,  to  the  Market  Street 
Railway  to  serve  the  Hunters  Point  and  Bethlehem  Shipyard 
districts.    The  Public  Utilities  Commission   despite  this 
handicap  was  doing  all  possible  to  handle  a  most  difficult 
problem,  but  with  an  increase  in  new  equipment-arrival  of  new 
buses-and  repair  to  old  equipment,  service  would  be  greatly 
improved. 

Mr.  Adolph  Kessler  of  129  Bradford  Street  asked  several  questions 
concerning  Southern  Pacific  tracks  crossing  Valencia  and  Mission 
Streets  to  which  Mr.  Cahill  replied  that  the  matter  was  under 
consideration. 
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Pvt.  R.  J.  Korach  of  the  Presidio,  a  former  student  of  trans- 
portation at  the  University  of  Wisconsin  offered  some 
suggestions  for  speeding  up  of  traffic-longer  headways*  layovers, 
meeting  of  crews,  etc.    President  Marshall  Dill  advised  that 
under  present  conditions,  the  lack  of  equipment  anc  manpower 
rendered  the  suggestions  offered  impossible  of  fulfillment. 


Mr.  Kenry  Foley  advised  the  Commission  that  bus  operators  were 
being  subjecteo  to  abuse  on  the  Smbarcadero  bus  line  because 
of  public  mi sunders tancing  relative  to  transfer  privileges; 
that  he  was  in  receipt  of  complaints  concerning  service  west 
of  Twin  Peaks  and  suggested  resumption  of  service  on  the  f'Mfl 
line.    He  critized  the  former  Market  Street  Railway  inspectors 
for  not  being  in  uniform  and  not  being  on  the  streets  to 
regulate  movement  of  cars.    He  spoke  of  the  difficulty  ex- 
perienced by  the  Railway  for  evening  service-of  the  reluctance 
of  employees  to  take  out  runs  other  than  those  of  a  very 
desirable  nature  *    He  further  complained  of  alleged  poorer 
service  being  rendered  by  the  lettered  lines  owing  to  de- 
flection of  employees  to  the  Market  Street  Railway  division. 

President  Marshall  Dill  expressed  the  thanks  of  the  Commission 
for  those  in  attendance  and  for  suggestions  offered;  that  with 
time  and  patience  on  the  part  of  the  public,  transportation 
service  would  oe  improved,,

Public  Hearing  -  Transportation  Service 


Mr.  Webb  Witmer  of  4  Varllla  Avenue- Parkmerced,  in  company  with 
two  Navy  Lieutenants,  appeared  before  the  Commission  asking 
what  transportation  relief  could  be  given  to  the  850  families 
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residing  in  the  Parkmerced  Housing  area,

Public  Hearing  -  Transportation  Service 


President  Marshall  Dill  extended  a  welcome  to  those  present 
and  outlined  the  multitude  of  problems  facing  the  Commission: 
the  shortage  of  efficient  operating  personnel:  the  shortage  of 
shop  personnel:  the  inter- union  conflict  in  the  matter  of 
wages  and  seniority  rights:  the  pressure  of  the  military 
authorities  to  serve  vital  war  plants  in  the  moving  of  people 
at  the  hour  of  civilian  peak  movement:  the  problem  of  Hunters 
Point:  the  disciplinary  and  weeding-out  process  of  employees 
because  of  flouted  schedules,  bunching  of  cars,  passing  up  of 
passengers  and  discourtesies  to  the  traveling  public:  diffi- 
culties of  the  token  problem:  the  staggered  stops  on  Market 
Street,  etc.     In  response  to  the  invitation  of  President 
Marshall  Dill,  the  following  spoke: 

Mr,  Ray  Willlamsc-n-Divisadero  Merchants  and  Improvement  Club, 

also  Fillmore  Improvement  Association* 
Suggested  a  bus  line  across  the  Park  via  Stanyon  Street  to 
serve  schools,  colleges,  the  University  and  Ewing  Terraces, 
north  of  the  park  and  west  of  Divisadero  Street. 

Andrew  J »  Gallagher  -  Southern  Promotion  Association: 

Approved  Mr*  Dill's  report  in  that  due 
recognition  was  taken  of  the  vital  war  Industrial  areas  of  the 
City  and  urged  a  continuance  of  this  effort. 
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Carroll  Newburgh-Central  Council  of  Civic  Clubs 

Stated  that  Council  had  circularized  affili- 
ated members  urging  attendance  at  this  meeting;  the  claim  of 
improved  service  was  questioned,  hence  invitation  to  members 
to  be  present  to  give  first  hand  reports.

President  Marshall  Dill  advised  those  present,  that  at  last 
Wednesday's  public  hearing,  the  people  were  told  that  certain 
recommendations  had  been  made  to  the  Commission  by  Mr*  Leonard 
V.  Newton,  Consulting  Engineer;  one  of  these  recommendations 
was  restoration  to  service  of  the  :fM:t  line  in  the  west  of  Twin 
Peaks  area,  and  that  it  was  now  formally  before  the  Commission 
for  action.    President  riarshall  Dill  further  advised  that  a 
promise  had  been  made  to  a  previous  delegation  which  appeared 
before  the  Commission  in  opposition  to  resumption  of  the  t?M:t 
line,  that  in  the  event  of  any  contemplated  change,  the  delega- 
tion would  be  advised  and  offered  an  opportunity  to  express 
their  opinions;  this  will  be  done  before  any  decisive  action 
by  the  Commission: 
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Appearing  before  the  Commission  were: 


Major  J.  Hutchison-Army  Housing  Service, reiterated  his  request 
of  last  Wednesday's  meeting,  that  some  relief  be  afforded  the 
Parkmerced  Housing  area,  now  housing  some  1000  families,  with 
an  anticipated  increase  to  1600  families  in  the  near  future. 

Lt.  Commander  Hlbbard-Navv  Housing  Service,  also  pleaded  for 
transportation  service  to  the  Parkmerced  Housing  area. 

Mr.  Webb  Witmer: -Parkmerced  Housing  area,  read  a  letter  trans- 
mitting a  petition  bearing  894  signatures  of  the  residents  of 
of  the  area  requesting  restoration  of  transportation  facilities 
via  the  fW?  line.    The  letter  outlined  a  plan  wherein  every 
other  7,KIf  car  would  be  designated  as  an  "Mff  car,  routed  from 
St.  Francis  Circle  down  Nineteenth  Avenue.    It  further  stated 
that  it  was  not  farther  from  the  Circle  to  the  end  of  the 
Nineteenth  Avenue  tracks  than  it  was  from  the  Circle  to  present 
termination  of  the  ?fK?t  line.    The  letter  further  claimed  that 
75^       ?fK''  passengers  disembark  between  the  tunnel  at  West 
Portal  and  Ulloa  and  Junipero  Serra  and  Ocean  Avenue.  With 
respect  to  opposition  to  restbratlon,  it  was  felt  that  the 
Commission  would  not  permit  a  small  group  of  citizens  to  block 
the  needs  and  wishes  of  a  great  number  of  citizens  as  represen- 
ted by  the  names  on  the  petition. 

At  last  Wednesday's  special  meeting,  Mr,  Witmer  made  some  re- 
marks which  by  suggestion  likened  the  City  and  the  Commission 
to  the  Prendergast  regime  of  Kansas  City.    At  this  meeting, 
Mr.  Dill  advised  Mr.  Witmer,  that  the  personalties  or  near 
personalties  interjected  in  Mr.  Witmerfs  remarks  were  not  at 
all  acceptable  to  the  Commission — the  Commission  was  composed 
of  men,  long  residents  of  San  Francisco,  not  interested  in 
personal  gain,  but  sincere  in  their  devotion  to  the  welfare  of 
the  City,  Mr.  Lill,  himself  having  spent  1/4  of  his  life  in  the 
City's  behalf.    In  reply,Mr.  Witmer  stated  that  the  remarks 
quoted  in  the  newspaper  were  untrue,  that  he  had  no  thought 
of  personalties  and  apoligized,  that  if  by  inference  his  remarks 
had  been  directed  to  the  Commission,  it  was  not  his  intent, 

Starr  W.  Dunhan- Junipero  Serra  Improvement  Association;  stated 
that  his  district  covered  about  5000  homes;  made  a  plea 
supporting  restoration  of  service  on  the  T,MM  line  and  further 
suggested  that  the  No.  3  Bus  line  be-  rerouted  to  provide  service 
to  the  Stanley  Park  district,  and  in    reply  to  Mr.  Cosgrove's 
question,  stated  that  restoration  of  the  "M'f  line  without  re- 
routing No.  3  Bus  line  would  not  afford  proper  relief  to  the 
people  south  of  Randolph  Street. 
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W.  L.  Thacker-Resident  Manager  of  the  Parkmerced  Housing  area 
expressed  a  wish  and  hope  that  the  Commission  would  shortly 
restore  the  T,M"  line, 

Carroll  Newburgh-Central  Council  of  Civic  Clubs  endorsed  the 

request  of  Junipero  Serra  Improvement  Club, 
also  Army  and  Navy  requests  for  restoration  of  the  fWf  line, 

Mrs.  Sproule  of  the  Ingleside  Terraces  Homes  Association 
opposed  any  diversion  of  the  ,fKtt  line  cars  to 
restore  service  on  the  "If'  line;  suggested  that  in  lieu  of 
"robbing"  the  "K"  line,  that  other  lines  be  "robbed"  to  serve 
that  purpose.    She  further  suggested  that  "K"  cars  be  restored 
to  the  outer  tracks  on  Market  Street, 

Earl  Walker-24^9-49th  Avenue- Asked  if  in  the  postwar  future 

it  was  a  possibility  that  the  "M"  line  be  con- 
tinued to  Daly  City  to  provide  a  faster  service  to  the  San 
Mateo  districts,  to  which  Mr,  Dill  replied  that  it  was  a 
definite  possibility,    Mr,  Walker,  claming  to  be  reporting  for 
War  Workers  stated  that  the  thousands" of  complaints  directed 
against  the  Commission  were  well  founded;  that  the  Commission 
was  responsible  for  great  loss  of  time  in  industry;  for  the 
shortened  leaves  of  military  personnel;  for  the  many  employees 
suffering  penalties  through  fines  and  loss  of  wages;  that  the 
Commission  was  always  yielding  to  pressure  groups,  in  short, 
sabotaging  the  people  of  San  Francisco.    He  further  claimed 
that  the  Commission's  removal  of  tracks  on  outer  Market  Street, 
under  Contract  No.  I92  was  submission  to  political  pressure 
in  behalf  of  a  favored  contractor.

Public  Hearing 


In  opening  the  hearing,  President  Marshall  Dill  advised 
those  present,  that  at  a  meeting,  in  the  spring  of  the  present 
year,  a  delegation  representing  the  Central  Council  of  Civic 
Clubs  and  West  of  Twin  Peaks  District  Improvement  Clubs  appeared 
before  the  Commission  in  opposition  to  alleged  resumption  of 
service  on  the  ;,M"  line;  the  delegationwas  advised  that  as  of 
that  time,  the  Commission  did  not  intend  to  resume  service  and 
in  the  event  of  any  change  of  policy,  those  interested  would  be 


-4161- 


advised.    The  natter  of  resumption  of  service  on  the  ,!M"  line 
was  now  before  the  Commission  and  anyone  opposed  to  restora- 
tion of  service  was  invited  to  speak.    President  Marshall  Dill 
further  advised,  that  of  this  date,  the  Office  of  Defense 
Transportation  had  telephoned  to   Mr.  Cahill  requesting  re-open- 
ing of  the  rW  line  and  that  the  request  would  be  followed  by- 
letter.    In  many  respects  the  orders  of  the  Office  of  Defense 
Transportation  are  mandatory;  though  the  Commission  did  not 
confer  with  the  Office  of  Defense  Transportation,  the  Commission 
would  as  much  as  possible  cooperate  with  the  Agency  inasmuch 
as  the  City  is  dependent  upon  the  Office  of  Defense  Transporta- 
tion for  approval  of  materials,  buses,  gasoline,  tires,  etc.  for 
uses  of  the  Municipal  Railway: 

Speaking  before  the  Commission  were: — 

Tevis  J.  Jacobs-Lakeside  Property  Association,  though  in  favor 

of  the  resumption  of  service,  read  a  letter 
from  the  Commodore  Sloat  Mothers'  Club,  voicing  strong  opposi- 
tion because  of  the  ha  zard  of  the  line  crossing  Ocean  Avenue; 
the  letter  suggested  transferring  present  tracks  to  19th 
Avenue  so  that  the  f,M"  cars  could  operate  from  the  Circle  to 
19th  Avenue,  along  Sloat  Boulevard  and  then  south  on  19th 
Avenue.    Mr.  Jacobs  advised  that  his  organization  was  favorable 
to  resumption  but  recognized  the  difficult  crossing  on  Ocean 
Avenue . 

E.  J.  Imhaus-Lakeside  Homes  Association  spoke  in  opposition  to 

re-opening  of  the  line;  he  conceded  that  the 
district  was  in  need  of  transportation,  but  because  of  the 
dangerous  possibilities,  was  opposed  to    any  service  via  present 
f?M;T  tracks. 

Mrs.  Walter  Burns  of  84  Lagunitas  Drive  also  spoke  in  opposition 
and  suggested  abandonment  and  the  giving  of  service  via  a  bus 
line.    She  spoke    f  the  pride  of  property  owners  in  the  de- 
velopment of  their  property  and  of  the  district  anc  felt  that 
the  present  ;fM;f  line  was  a  blight  on  the  neighborhood. 

Mrs.  Sloman  of  110  Junipero  Serra  Boulevard  approved  and 
sanctioned  the  tone  of  the  letter  of  the  Commodore  Sloat  Mothers 
Club. 

Mr.  W.  0.  Granicher-West  of  Twin  Peaks  Council  of  Improvement 

Clubs  advised,  that  though  previously 
opposed  to  resumption  of  the  T*M?'  line,  at  the  present  time 
they  were  taking  no  action  on  the  issue  recognizing  the  con- 
flicting positions  of  the  Lakeside  Homes  Association  and  Lake- 
side Property  Association.    Mr.  Granicher  urged  that  if  the 
service  is  restored,  that  due  caution  be  taken  of  the  hazardous 
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crossings  of  the  r,M;?  line. 

L.  E,  Bybee  of  Brisbane,  operator  of  a  bus  line  from  Brisbane 

to  the  County  Line,  spoke  of  the  delays  meeting 
connecting  buses  at  Bayshore;  he  was  advised  to  confer  with 
Mr.  Cahill,  inasmuch  as  the  matter  of  buses  on  Bayshore  Boule- 
vard was  on  the  calendar  for  early  consideration. 

In  closing,  President  Marshall  Dill  advised  those  present 
interested  in  the  STMft  line,  that  the  Commission  was  fully 
cognizant  of  the  development  of  the  district,  of  the  pride  of 
ownership  in  homes  and  solicitude  for  welfare  of  children  and 
that  any  action  taken  would  be  in  the  best  judgment  of  the 
Commission.
